New re-organization describes some of the important 
scheme, Panjab. reforms introduced by the new re-or- 
ganization scheme, and expresses approval of them. The 
editor observes that the scheme has greatly improved the 
position of the Civil Service, but that the condition of the 
Uncovenanted Service has gone from bad to worse. The editor 


‘regrets that the scheme was not published until it had been 


sanctioned by the Secretary of State. If it had: been pub- 
lished earlier, many useful suggestions would have- been 


made by the public, and the native officers would not have 
been left out in the cold. 


The Akhbdrin 8 m PLahoial of the 19th “die pleains to 
the recent resolution of the Panjab 
Government on the sutject of the 
re-organization of the civil administration in that province, 
remarks that it would seem that the re-organization will in- 
volve an additional expenditure of Rs, 2,35,476, including the 
sum of Rs. 74,400 already devoted to improving the position 
of the tahs{ldars and the munsifs. Hence it will be seen that 
over a lakh and a half of rupees more will in fature go into 
the pockets of the European officers every year. The scheme 
iu question raises the pay of the Civilians in the Panjab 
nearly to the scale in vogue in the North-Western Pro- 
vinces. The pay of the Deputy Commissioners has been 
made nearly equal to that allowed to the Commissioners 
under the old system, and they have been also relieved of a 
great portion of their civil-business. But the native. officers , 
hare derived no substantial ‘benefit from the ‘ye-organizatio

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selves worse off under the new arrangements, The Extra. 
Assistant Commissioners, who were made Judicial Assistants, 
under the old system, received Rs, 800 as pay and Rs. 300 as, 
judicial allowance, in all Rs. 1,100 a month; but the pay of the 
Subordinate Judges of the first grade has been fixed at only 
Rs. 1,000. Pandit Moti Lal KathjG, who would be allowed 
Rs. 1,100 a month under the old system, gets only Rs. 1,000 
under the new. 


A correspondent of the same paper states that the Deputy. 
Commissioners and the Commission- 
ers have repeatedly. recommended the 
naib tahsildars to the Panjab Government for an increase of. 
pay, butin vain. It was expected that the Local Government. 
would not fail to improve their position in connection with - 
the new re-organization scheme, but their claims have been 
again overlooked. As their pay is. quite inadequate, it is 
to be hoped that Sir Charles Aitchison will soon take their 
case into consideration.
